Construction  accident  leaves 
Provo,  Y  powerless  for  a  spell 


MOSCOW  (AP)  —  The  Soviet  press  on  Thursday  in¬ 
directly  linked  the  United  States  to  the  assassination  of 
Indian  Prime  Minister  Indira  Gandhi,  saying  the  slaying 
was  inspired  by  those  who  “preach  gangsterism  in  rela¬ 
tions  between  states."  . 

Official  comment  on  the  slaying  Wednesday  in  New 
Delhi  stopped  short  of  directly  stating  that  the  U.S.  Cen¬ 
tral  Intelligence  Agency  had  engineered  the  killing. 

But  stories  on  the  state-controlled  radio,  in  newspapers 
ami  by  the  officb  1  news  agency  Tass  reported  Mrs.  Gan¬ 
dhi's  assassination  in  connection  with  charges  that  the 
United  States  conducts  a  policy  of  “state-sponsored  ter¬ 
rorism.” 

The  reports  also  blamed  the  killings  on  “India  s  oppo¬ 
nents  abroad,"  and  accused  the  CIA  of  supporting  Sikh 
separatists  in  an  alleged  effort  to  overthrow  the  New 
Delhi  government.  Mrs.  Gandhi  was  shot  to  death  by  Sikh 
members  of  her  own  security  detail. 

In  Washington,  the  State  Department  said  it  was  for¬ 
mally  protesting  what  it  called  Soviet  attempts  to  link  the 
United  States  to  the  assassination. 

•'We  strongly  resent  the  Soviet  allegations  that  the  Un¬ 
ited  States,  and  specifically  the  CIA,  were  involved  in,  or 
inspired,  this  act  of  political  terrorism,”  said  spokesman 
Alan  Romberg. 

"We  reject  in  the  strongest  possible  terms  the  out¬ 
rageous  Soviet  allegations.  They  are  absurd  and  irres¬ 
ponsible." 

The  most  strongly  worded  suggestions  linking  the  CIA 


to  the  slaying  came  from  the  state-run  Radio  Moscow  in 
English-language  broadcasts. 

In  an  extended  report  on  the  killing  Thursday.  Radio 
Moscow  said  it  was  “the  end  of  a  web  of  intrigue  and  plots 

woven  by  the  enemies  of  a  united  India,  Time  will  identify 
not  only  the  executors  of  the  crime,  but  also  those  who 
inspired  it.  It  will  identify  those  elsewhere  in  the  world 
who  preach  gangsterism  between  states  as  well  as  be¬ 
tween  people.” 

The  “gangsterism"  phrasing  is  frequently  used  in 
attacks  on  the  United  States. 

After  the  report  on  Mrs.  Gandhi.  Radio  Moscow  repe¬ 
ated  a  broadcast  that  was  part  of  a  Soviet  campaign  to 
portray  U.S.  foreign  policy  as  “state  terrorism”  against  • 
nations  that  do  not  share  its  policies.  After  charging  that 
the  United  States  wants  “to  get  the  government  of  Nicar¬ 
agua  toppled,”  Radio  Moscow  added: 

“We  wish  iso  to  call  attention  to  the  escalation  of  CIA 
subversive  activities  against  India.  Ail  these  actions  are 
integrated  in  the  mainstream  of  U.S.  policies  aimed  at 
destabilizing  and  overthrowing  governments  deemed  un¬ 
acceptable  to  Washington." 

The  major  national  dailies  devoted  extensive  space 
Thursday  to  the  killing,  including  a  telegram  of  condolence 
from  President  Konstantin  U.  Chernenko  condemning 
“the  criminals  and  their  patrons”  who  killed  Mrs.  Gandhi. 

The  Communist  Party  organ  Pravda  published  a  story 
Thursday  that  said  “U.S.  agents”  in  India  support  Sikh 
separatism  and  that  the  leaders  of  the  movement  have 
been  given  “a  warm  reception  in  Washington.”

Part  of  the  BYU  campus  and  much  of  northern  Provo 
suffered  a  power  outage  Thursday  morning  for  about  45 
minutes  after  an  accident  in  northern  Provo  knocked  out 
several  mgjor  circuits. 

At  9:42  a.  m. ,  two  of  BYU's  five  electrical  substations 
shut  down,  leaving  much  of  campus  without  power,  said 
Hal  Chipman,  director  of  the  electrical  shop  in  BYU’s 
Physical  Plant. 

Left  without  power  were  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library. 
Jesse  Knight  Humanities  Building,  N.  Eldon  Tanner 
Building.  Smith  Fieldhouse  and  Harris  Fine  Arts 
Center. 

Power  was  also  out  in  the  Abraham  Smoot  Building, 
the  Marriott  Center,  Hclaman  Halls  and  J.  Reuben 
Clark  Law  Building. 

The  blackout  was  caused  by  an  accident  at  a  construc¬ 
tion  site  at  200  West  and  1800  North,  according  to  Glen 
Spivey,  Provo  Utilities  distribution  manager. 

The  incident  occurred  when  workers  accidentally 
broke  a  power  pole  guy  wire  that  flipped  up  onto  a  44 .000 
volt  wire  carried  by  the  pole.  Two  other  circuits  carried 
by  the  pole  were  also  damaged,  Spivey  said. 

Spivey  said  the  outage  extended  from  about  1230 
North  to  4500  North  in  Provo,  with  most  of  the  power 
loss  occurring  on  the  west  side  of  the  city. _ 


Another  circuit  on  the  east  side  of  Provo  was  down 
momentarily,  shutting  off  power  in  an  area  south  of 
campus. 

BYU  has  an  emergency  backup  system  designed  to 
help  people  evacuate  safely  from  the  buildings,  Cnipman 
said.  However,  he  said,  the  system  is  not  intended  to 
allow  the  building  to  continue  to  function  normally. 

Chipman  said  electrical  workers  attempted  to  reroute 
power  from  BYU's  three  working  substations  to  areas 
affected  by  the  blackout.  “We  couldn’t  get  any  informa¬ 
tion  from'Provo  City,  so  we  had  no  idea  how  long  it 
would  be  before  it  was  restored,"  he  said. 

The  BYU  workers  were  successful  in  getting  some 
power  restored  to  both  the  HBLL  and  the  HFAC  before 
the  power  from  Provo  City  came  back  on,  Chipman  said. 

Tne  outage  also  caused  the  BYU  computer  system 
that  handles  security,  budget,  payroll  and  student  in¬ 
formation  to  go  down  for  more  than  an  hour.  H.  Gordon 
Bennett,  manager  of  4381  Operations  for  Information 
Systems  and  Services  at  BYU,  said  workers  spent  most 
of  Thursday  trying  to  fix  channel  data  errors. 

Channel  data  errors  occur  when  the  peripheral  de¬ 
vices  cannot  communicate  with  each  other.  This  pre¬ 
vented  the  system  from  functioning  as  a  whole. 

Bennett  said  the  biggest  problem- waswith  the  payroll 
office,  since  it  is  the  first  of  the  month  and  the  office 
could  not  process  timecards.  _ _ 


Riots,  killings  follow 
assassination  in  India 


NEW  DELHI,  India  (AP)  —  Sol¬ 
diers  were  •  -dered  to  shoot  rioters  on 
sight  in  six  major  Indian  cities  Thurs¬ 
day  to  stop  lynchings,  beatings  and 
arson  that  have  killed  a  reported  157 
people  in  northern  India  since  the 
assassination  of  Prime  Minister  In¬ 
dira  Gandhi. 

Hindus  were  reported  to  have 
hanged  Sikhs,  beaten  them  to  death, 
and  burned  their  shops,  cars  and 
homes  in  revenge  for  the  prime  minis¬ 
ter’s  death  Wednesday  at  the  hands  of 
two  of  her  Sikh  bodyguards. 

Sikhs  number  13  million  in  the  pre¬ 
dominantly  Hindu  nation  of  730  mil¬ 
lion  people,  whom  the  66-ycar-old 

•prime  minister  ruled  for  16  of  the  last 
18  years. 

Forthe  first  time  since  India’s  inde¬ 


pendence  from  Britain  in  1947  the 
army  was  called  into  the  capital  to 
help  police  maintain  law  and  order. 
When  roaming  Hindu  gangs  defied  a 
round-the-clock  curfew  declaration, 
authorities  ordered  the  troops  to 
shoot  rioters  on  sight. 

Black  smoke  from  burning  build¬ 
ings,  shops  and  cars  billowed  over  the 
city  of  6  million  people. 

Rajiv  Gandhi,  40,  who  was  selected 
by  leaders  of  the  ruling  Congress  Par¬ 
ty  to  succeed  his  mother,  met  with 
opposition  leaders  Thursday  night 
and  issued  an  appeal  for  peace  saying, 


stood  in  a  two-mile-long  line  to  view 
the  ftag-d  raped  body  of  the  slain  lead¬ 
er  at  her  childhood  home,  the  Teen 


Murti  House.  Police  used  tear  gas  and 
bamboo  staves  to  keep  enraged 
crowds  from  running  wild  over  the 
residence  grounds,  and  some  frenzied 
mourners  chanted,  “Blood  for  blood," 
and  “Indira  Gandhi  is  immortal." 

Hospital  sources  in  New  Delhi  said 
60  people  were  killed  in  the  capital 
and  600  were  injured.  United  News  of 
India  reported  at  least  55  others  died 
elsewhere  in  India,  including  20  in 
central  Madhya  Pradesh  state,  where 
12  Sikhs  were  lynched  by  a  mob  at  the 
Morena  train  station. 

Four  Sikh  passengers  were  pulled 
out  of  a  train  just  outside  New  Delhi 
and  beaten  to  death,  the  agency  said, 
and  deaths  were  reported  in  West 
Bengal,  Bihar  and  Haryana  states.

Jarvik  says  fear 
blocks  progress 


Prison  activity  halted 
during  search  for  gun

The  designer  and  developer  of  the 
Jarvik-7  artificial  heart.  Dr.  Robert 

K.  Jarvik,  told  an  overflow  audience 
Thursday  that  the  inability  to  risk 
making  a  mistake  ora  decision  blocks 
breakthroughs. 

Jarvik,  keynote  speaker  for  the 
conference,  "Spheres  of  Influence  — 
Breakthroughs  ’84,”  focused  on  chal¬ 
lenges  he  faced  in  designing  the  Jar¬ 
vik-7  heart.  One  of  these  was  knowing 
when  the  artificial  heart  was  ready  to 
be  implanted  in  a  human. 

“We  lost  an  awful  lot  of  time  and  a 
spirit  of  cooperation  because  a  few 
individuals  lacked  the  courage  to  say, 
•Well  go  ahead  and  do  it,”  Jarvik 
said.  The-  idea  of  replacing  a  heart 
with  a  mechanical  device  had  been 

around  since  the  1950s.  The  right 
time  to  actually  try  it  was  difficult  to 
agree  upon,  he  said. 

Jarvik  said  he  had  his  own  doubts 
about  the  monumental  medical  proce¬ 
dure  when  it  was  first  proposed  m 
1979  by  Dr.  William  C.  DeVriesofthe 
University  of  Utah  College  of  Medi¬ 
cine  because  he  didn't  feel  the  time 
was  right.  At  one  Btep  in  the  approval 
process,  Jarvik  was  the  only  person 
who  voted  against  the  idea. 

The  opposition  “started  the  process 
of  recognizing  how  much  needed  to  be 
brought  together.”  When  the  decision 
was  finally  made  that  the  total  artifi¬ 
cial  heart  was  ready  to  be  implanted 
in  a  person,  Jarvik  said  the  elements 
of  cooperation  necessary  to  make  it 
happen  were  all  there. 

Jarvik  had  hoped  when  he  designed 
Jarvik-7  that  it  would  be  possible  to 
use  it  in  humans.  This  was  the  model 
used  in  Barney  Clark. 

Clark,  the  first  recipient  of  the 
artificial  heart,  lived  for  112  days  af¬ 
ter  the  implant  in  1982. 

Before  designing  Jarvik-7,  Jarvdt 
developed  Jarvik-8  and  Jarvik-5. 
used  in  experiment*  with  animals, 


while  Jarvik  studied  for  a  doctor  of 
medicine  at  the  University  of  Utah 

College  of  Medicine. 

Besides  the  technical  challenges  of 
implanting  the  Jarvik-7  into  Clark, 

there  were  also  ethical  considera¬ 
tions.  “The  ethics  of  the  artificial 


was  protecting  the  Clark  family  from 
unnecessary  exposure.  A  list  of  50-60 
names  was  kept  of  people  who  were 
allowed  access  to  the  area  where 
Clark  was  hospitalized.  Despite 
security  measures,  other  people 
found  ways  to  become  a  part  of  the 
privileged  group,  and  the  list  ex¬ 
panded  to  800  names. 

Jarvik,  president  of  a  high- 
technology  research  and  develop¬ 
ment  company  called  Symbion  Inc., 
said  the  Jarvik-7  could  not  have 
moved  along  in  research  under  gov¬ 
ernment  restraints,  such  as  the  time 
pressures  that  go  along  with  grants.

The  BYU  team  plans  to  microfilm  over  3.5  mil¬ 
lion  pages  of  manuscripts,  most  dating  from 
medieval  times,  and  some  from  as  early  as  the  fifth 
and  sixth  centuries,  Brown  said. 

Almost  half  the  manuscripts  are  church  records 
of  meetings  and  special  prayers.  A  smaller  portion 
consists  of  Biblical  texts  and  commentaries  on 
those  texts. 

Brown  said  there  are  also  scientific,  grammatical 

and  medical  manuscripts. 

Brown  recently  returned  from  a  two-week  trip  to 
Switzerland  and  Egypt,  where  he  met  with  the 
director  of  the  antiquities  organization. 

“They  are  very  protective  of  their  national  trea¬ 
sures.  because  they've  been  taken  advantage  of  for 
several  centuries.  I  don't  blame  them  one  bit. 


the  Coptic  Orthodox  Church  will  also  receive 
copies  of  tne  microfilm,  as  will  the  Egyptian  Anti¬ 
quities  Organization.  Brown  said. 

F unding  for  the  project  will  come  from  grants  to 
BYU  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Huma¬ 
nities,  and  from  the  Phoenix-based  Mormon 
Archaeology  and  Research  Foundation. 

The  manuscripts  are  in  very  good  condition:  in 
some  cases,  "perfectly  preserved."  Brown  attri¬ 
buted  that  to  lack  of  humidity  and  little  or  no  insect 
damage. 

Plans  to  microfilm  the  manuscripts  wcrh  first 
discussed  in  1979,  after  a  fire  destroyed  a  thousand- 
year-old  Coptic  church.  Many  art  treasures  and 
more  than  100  precious  manuscripts  were  des¬ 
troyed  in  the  fire. 

“With  this  project  BYU  will  become  one  of  the 
major  repositories  in  the  world  for  ancient’ texts 
from  Egypt."  Brown  said.  “In  addition,  making 
these  things,  available  will  inaugurate  a  period  of 
greater  interest  in  the  study  of  Egypt  and  ami-.- 

quity."

Orr  a  football  career  had  its  start  at 
Highland  High  School  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

While  there  he  lettered  in  football  and 
baseball.  He  was  a  second  team  all¬ 
conference  player  in  football  and  was  also 
given  the  most  valuable  player  award. 

After  graduating  from  high  school,  he 
went  to  Snow  College  in  Ephraim,  Utah. 
His  junior  college  career  highlights  in¬ 
cluded  being  selected  all-conference  and 
all-region. 

He  redshirted  during  the  1983  season  at 
BYU,  and  this  year  he  is  fourth  inreceiver 
rotation. 

He  said  being  fouQh  is  challenging  be¬ 
cause  he  never  knows  when  he  will  go  into 
a  game. 

"1  liave  to  make  myself  relax  and  try  not 
to  get  wound  up.  I  have  to  block  the 
crowd  and  keep  my  mind  involved  in  the 
game  and  what  I  have  to  do.” 

Studying  physical  education  with  the 
hope  of  becoming  a  high  school  coach,  Orr 
said  he  is  learning  good  coaching  skills 
from  the  BY  U  coaching  staff.  He  feels  the 
emphasis  on  individualized  help  is  one  of 
the  major  strengths  of  the  coaching 
program. 

“Coach  Edwards  gives  his  assistants 
full  run  of  the  program,"  Orr  said,  “That 
allows  for  more  individualized  training.”

The  First  Presidency  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  is  urging  citizens  to 
vote. 

“In  the  United  States  we  are  now  nearing  the 
conclusion  of  an  election  campaign  involving  candi¬ 
dates  and  issues  on  national,  state  and  local  levels," 
said  the  First  Presidency .  “We  urge  all  citizens  who 
are  eligible  to  vote  to  exercise  this  sacred  privilege 
on  Nov.  6.” 

The  church  leaders  further  admonish  family 
heads  to  encourage  all  family  members  of  voting 
age  tc  study  careftilly  and  prayerfully  the  choices 
before  them  as  they  prepare  to  vote. 

They  suggest  obtaining  absentee  ballots  where 
necessary  because  of  missions,  military  service, 
schooling  or  other  reasons. 

“We  encourage  church  members  as  citizens  to 
support  those  proposals  and  candidates  that  they 
believe  will  make  our  nation  and  communities  more 
wholesome  places  in  which  to  live,”  the  presidency 

said. 

The  LDS  Church's  involvement  in  politics  has 
been  one  of  activepatriotism  as  evidenced  from  the 
past,  yet  it  still  altirms  it  has  not  endorsed ,  nor  will 
endorse,  political  parties  or  candidates  for  office. 

As  early  as  1850,  church  leaders  actively  en¬ 
gaged  in  politics.  Brigham  Young  became  the  first 
governor  of  the  territory  of  Utah  until  1857.

Smith  ran  for  office  after  considerable  persecution 
to  members  of  the  church  in  the  state  of  Missouri. 
The  state  of  Missouri  had  issued  an  extermination 
order  for  members  of  the  church. 

More  recently,  such  church  leaders  as  George 
Romney,  David  KennedyandT.H.  Bell  have  work¬ 
ed  in  federal  government  positions:  Romney  as 
secretary  of  labor,  Kennedy  as  secretary  of  treas¬ 
ury,  and  Bell  as  secretary  of  education.  Romney 
end  Kennedy  worked  during  the  N'ixun  administra¬ 
tion  and  Bell  is  working  under  Reagan.

IjConsequences  vague  on  arms  amendment

L  No  one  is  quite  sure  what  the  consequences  will 

roe  if  Proposition  No.  5,  aimed  at  further  defining 
the  right  to  bear  arms,  passes  in  the  Nov.  6  elec¬ 
tion.  If  it  does  pass,  three  specific  changes  will  take 
place  in  the  constitution. 

‘  These  changes  include  specifying  the  right  to 
keep  and  bear  arms  as  an  individual  right  and  not

"I  don't  think  there  will  be  any  immediate 
effect."  said  Edward  Kimball,  a  law  professor. 

"It  may  be  months,  even  years,  before  it  will 
become  necessary  to  interpret  the  amendment,  but 
sooner  or  later  it  will  be  relied  upon  to  determine 
the  nature  of  the  right  to  bear  arms,"  Kimball  said. 

"This  amendment  is  wholly  unnecessary,  ill- 
conceived  and  poorly  worded.  To  make  a  change  in 
a  fundamental  document  without  study  and  a  public 
hearing  is  a  bad  way  to  run  a  government,  said 


SenjKarl  Snow,  RJUtah  County. 

"(\nstitlitkmaUy  protected  arms  include  rifles, 
shotguns,  pistols  and  revolvers,  and  hunting 
knives,”  accordin&fo  Sen.  Jack  M.  Bangerter.  “The 
term  'arms’  does  not  extend  to  every  conceivable 
weapon  or  instrufhfnt." 

The  proposition,  supported  by  both  candidates 
for  Utah  governor,  would  not  affect  any  current 
Utah  laws  which  fcrbid  the  possession  of  dangerous 
weapons  by  criminals,  drug  addicts  or  mentally 
incompetent  persoife  and  otker  illegal  use  of  arms 
now  defined  in  statute,  according  to  the  Utah  Voter 
Informat fcn  Pamphlet,  compiled  by  Lt.  Gov.  David 
S.  Monson. 

“An  indiyidual  right  to  keep  and  bear  arms  is 
guaranteed, “saidBunerter.  “However,  convicted 
felons,  fneoftil  iatmnpetents.  minors  and  illegal 
aliens  would  not  Be  guaranteed  this  right." 

Bangerter  believes  the  people  of  Utah  have  the 
right  to  bear  arms, f'Bangerter  feels  the  bill  would 
givcfU^AgislaMretmore  control  and  make  the  law 
morekjfndrefe,”  Ald  Francine  Giani.  press  secret¬ 
ary  for  Bangerter.

“The  object  to  be  attained  by  this  right  is  to 
guarantee  that  arms  may  be  kept  or  borne  for  de¬ 
fensive  purposes.  The  right  is  not  restricted  just  to 
the  specified  purposes. 

“Other  lawful  purposes  such- as  lawful  hunting 
and  lawful  recreation  use  would  also  be  protected," 
Bangerter  added. 

Gubernatorial  candidate  Wayne  Owens  supports 
Proposition  No.  5. 

“With  the  changes,  the  Legislature  would  not  be 
able  to  regulate,  but  it  would  be  able  to  define  the 
lawful  use  of  arms,"  said  Doug  Owens,  son  of 
Wayne  Owens.  “He  supports  that  change. 

“He  doesn't  think  the  state  Legislature  should  be 
able  to  regulate  the  exercise  of  the  right  to  bear 
arms,  but  ne  does  think  the  Legislature  should  be 
allowed  to  define  the  lawful  use  of  arms,"  said  Doug 
Owens. 

The  Utah  state  constitution  states,  “People  have 

the  right  to  bear  arms  for  their  security  and  de¬ 
fense,  but  the  Legislature  may  regulate  the  exer 
cise  of  this  right  by  law." 

Proposition  No.  5  states  it  is  “the  individual  right 

of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  for  security  and 
defense  of  self,  family,  others,  property,  or  the 
state,  as  well  as  for  other  lawful  purposes  and  this 
right  shall  not  be  infringed."

Utah  puts 
watch  on 
hazardous 
waste  law 
violations 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP) —  Utah  officials  say 
thev  re  increasing  their  watch  on  companies  that 
violate  federal  regulations  governing  shipment  and 
disposal  of  hazardous  materials. 

Even  though  the  federal  government  issued 
guidelines  for  the  handling,  transport  and  disposal 
of  hazardous  materials  four  years  ago,  the  state 
took  its  first  enforcement  action  this  vear  against 
companies  violating  those  regulations' 

Complaints  against  16  companies  have  been  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  attorney  general's  office  for  action  and 
they  have  brought  fines  as  high  as  $7,000.  Larger 
penalties  are  expected  in  the  future. 

"We’re  not  trying  to  flex  our  muscle,”  said  Dale 
Parker,  director  of  the  state's  Division  of  Hazar¬ 
dous  and  Solid  Waste.  "We're  just  trying  to  enforce 
the  program.  We're  trying  to  get  the  job  done  but 
still  be  reasonable.” 

The  flurry  of  activity  waa  prompted  in  part  by 
the  state's  successful  effort  to  take  over  from  the 
U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency  authority 
to  regulate  the  340  Utah  companies  that  produce, 
treat,  store,  transport  or  dispose  of  hazardous 
wastes. 

Hazardous  wastes  are  controlled  by  federal  law, 
but  day-to-day  implementation  of  that  law  can  be 
delegated  to  the  states. 

Parker  said  the  state  has  wanted  to  run  the 
hazardous  waste  program  and  complied  with  all  of 
thesteps  required  by  EPA.  However,  he  said  EPA 
“wasn't  totally  satisfied”  and  the  federal  agency 
wanted  assurances  that  the  state  would  enforce  the 
hazardous  waste  regulations. 

The  state  initiated  its  enforcement  program  ear¬ 
ly  this  year  with  complaints  against  six  companies 
where  inspectors  found  "serious  violations"  of 
hazardous  waste  regulations.  Ten  more  companies 
were  cited  in  October  by  the  Utah  Solid  and  Hazar¬ 
dous  Waste  Committee. 

EPA  turned  administration  of  the  program  over 
to  the  state  on  Oct.  24.  apparently  satisfied  that  the 
state  would  enforce  the  regulations. 

“This  is  an  important  step  for  Utah.  We  feel  we 

have  put  together  a  strong  program  which  will 
meet  the  needs  of  Utah  in  dealing  with  hazardous 
wastes  generated,  stored  and  transported  through 
the  state,"  said  Kenneth  L.  Alkema,  director  of  tne 
Utah  Division  of  Environmental  Health. 

Parker  said  his  agency  is  “closer  to  the  hazardous 
waste  problem"  than  EPA  and  a  more  logical  choice 
to  administer  the  program. 

“If  I  were  a  citizen  with  a  hazardous  waste  prob¬ 
lem  next  door.  I'd  be  more  prone  to  turn  to  the  state 
than  the  federal  government,”  he  said. 

Larry  Edelman,  special  assistant  attorney 
general  working  with  the  hazardous  waste  prog¬ 
ram,  said  companies  cited  by  the  state  have  been 
unhappy  about  the  new  enforcement  effort. 

He  said  most  company  officials  say  they  didn't 
intend  to  violate  the  law.  but  they  were  unaware  of 
what  was  required.  They  often  ask '  “is  it  necessary 
that  we  be  fined?'  ”  Edelman  said. 

Officials  say  state  policy  is  companies  have  had 
four  years  to  comply  withfhc  law,  so  those  found 
with  serious  violations  will  face  penalties. 

Edelman  said  fines  vary  with  the  severity  of  the 
violation.  Officials  take  into  account  the  company’s 
financial  condition,  whether  the  violation  was  in¬ 
tentional  and  whether  the  firm  is  willing  to  help 
correct  the  problem.  Some  of  the  fines  have  been  as 
small  as  $1,250. 

Serious  violations  that  draw  automatic  penalties 
from  the  state  include:  storage  of  hazardous  wastes 
for  more  than  90  days  without  a  permit:  shipping 
wastes  without  proper  documeniation;  storing 
wastes  in  leaking  containers:  and  failure  to  monitor 
the  groundwater  near  surface  storage  facilities. 

Parker  said  a  recent  national  survey  found  80 

percent  of  the  hazardous  waste  facilities  in  violation 
of  the  federal  law.

What  you  eat  and  what  you  get  out 
of  it  may  be  two  difTeren'  things  be¬ 
cause  of  the  way  various  vitamins  and 
minerals  work  with  or  against  each 
Other. 

Food  science  and  nutrition  Profes¬ 
sor  L.  Reed  Freeman  says  foods  are 
.Complex  chemical  substances  that  in¬ 
teract  with  oneanotherin  varying  de- 
.  trees.  A  newly  released  report  by  the 
Expert  Panel  on  Food  Safety  and 
Nutrition  of  the  Institute  of  Food 
■Technologists  discusses  the  interac¬ 
tions  between  nutrients  and  the 
.^fleets  they  can  have  on  the  health 
rand  well-being  of  an  individual. 

The  report  states  that  when  an  in¬ 
dividual  consumes  a  well-balanced, 
varied  diet  that  fulfills  all  the  require¬ 
ments  for  essential  nutrients  in 

appropriate  amounts,  the  interac- 
.tjlms  may  be  of  little  consequence  and 
clinically  insignificant. 

Freeman,  regional  communicator 
.for  IFT’s  Utah  area  said.  “The  way 
-foods  and  food  ingredients  interact 
•determines  how  the  body  absorbs  and 
•uses  the  nutrients  it  needs." 

.  "Most  people  do  not  realize  that 
•foods  are  complex  chemical  systems," 
•he  said.  Consumers  need  to  be  aware 
.of  what  is  available  in  a  certain  food, 
•what  can  be  absorbed  by  the  body  and 
•how  efficient  the  digestive  system  of 


the  individual  consumer  is. 

"There  are  a  lot  of  people  who  do 
not  eat  properly  and  therefore  risk 
adverse  effects  from  natural  nutrient 
interactions,"  he  said. 

According  to  the  report,  the  people 
who  are  at  risk  include:  those  who 
habitually  eat  unbalanced  diets,  in¬ 
cluding  food  faddists  and  dieters,  who 

unintentionally  consume  unbalanced 
diets;  persons  who  chronically  self- 
medicate  bv  consuming  megadoscs  of 
vitamins,  minerals  or  other  supple¬ 
ments;  those  on  long-term  medica¬ 
tion,  particularly  the  elderly;  alcohol 
and  drug  abusers,  including  over-the- 
counter  drugs;  and  those  in  any 
period  of  greatly  increased  nutrient 
requirement  such  as  pregnant  or  lac- 
tating  women,  or  persons  with  cer¬ 
tain  diseases. 

The  effects  of  improper  nutrition 
may  not  show  up  immediately.  "It 
may  be  years  before  they  are  evi¬ 
dent,"  Freeman  said. 

Several  examples  of  interactions  of 
different  foods  and  diets  are  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  report.  For  example, 
high  fiber  diets  can  reduce  the 
absorption  of  minerals,  particularly 
zinc.  However  people  having  diets 
with  too  much  zinc  run  the  risk  of 
causing  copper-deficiency"  anemia, 
and  can  inhibit  calcium  absorption 
when  dietary  calcium  is  low. 

"We  sometimes  feel  that  if  a  little  is 
good,  more  is  better,"  he  said.  "But 


more  is  not  always  better." 

Freeman  pointed  out  that  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  recent  United  States  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  report  the  people 
of  the  United  States  consume  one  and 
a  half  to  two  times  more  protein  than 
they  need. 

“Even  relatively  small  increases  in 
dietary  protein  have  been  shown  to 
increase  urinary  calcium  excretion  to 
a  significant  degree,”  he  said.  Over  a 
long  period  of  time  this  increased  ex¬ 
cretion  can  cause  weakening  of  the 
bones  (osteoporosis),  especially  in 
women.  This  also  increases  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  kidney  stones. 

One  example  of  positive  nutrient

interaction  is  that  between  ascorbic 
acid  (Vitamin  C)  and  iron,  Freeman 
said.  Vitamin  C  increases  the  absorp¬ 
tion  of  iron  from  non-meat  sources 
such  as  spinach,  swiss  chard  and  soy¬ 
beans. 

"The  interactions  between  nut¬ 
rients  and  the  effects  they  can  haveon 
the  health  and  well-being  of  an  indi¬ 
vidual  depend  to  a  great  extent  on  the 
nutritional  status  and  dietary  habits 
of  that  individual,"  he  said  “To  be¬ 
nefit  most  from  the  nutrient  interac¬ 
tions,  it  is  best  to  adhere  to  the  age- 
old  advice:  Eat  a  well-balanced, 
varied  diet  that  will  provide  the 
needed  nutrients  in  adequate 
amounts."

Maxfieid  says  reform  Long  wili  get  facts 
needed  in  schools  to  use  money  wisely

The  Democratic  candidate  for  Rep¬ 
resentative  District  64  said  money 
must  be  put  into  Utah's  education 
system  to  get  the  results  citizens 
want,  Utah  taxes  should  be  as  low  as 
possible  and  the  state  tourist  commis¬ 
sion  should  be  given  enough  money  to 
sell  the  state.

Maxfieid  is  in  favor  of  year-round 
schooling  because  it  would  make  bet¬ 
ter  use  of  school  facilities  and  put 
teachers  on  a  12-month  salary,  which 
would  help  pay  them  accordingly. 

In  order  to  lower  taxes,  he  is 
pushing  to  repeal  the  Vi  cent  sales  tax 
that  was  added  to  cover  flooding 
costs. 

The  middle  class  of  the  state  is 
taxed  the  most  because  the  poor  are 
getting  benefits  and  the  rich  have  tax 
shelters. 

Maxfieid  said  ho  would  like  to  help 
increase  economic  development  in 
Utah.  “I  want  to  establish  a  tax  base 
that  is  fair  and  equitable"  to  help 
Utah  appeal  to  new  businesses. 

The  Legislature's  audit  on  the  pris¬ 
on  has  uncovered  waste  and  ineffi¬ 
ciency,  said  Maxfieid.  Utah  can  make

This 
kind  of  system  would  be  inefficient 
and  expensive,  he  continued.

Ifpumping 
more  money  into  the  system  is  going 
to  work,  then  I'm  in  favor  of  it,"  he 
said. 

According  to  Long,  Utah's  tax  sur¬ 
plus  should  be  earmarked  for  educa¬ 
tion  and  some  money  should  be  saved 
for  emergencies. 

“Taxes  ought  to  be  as  low  as  they 
possibly  can  be.  Government  should 
•not  be  in  the  business  of  making

money,”  said  Long.  The  amount  of 
taxes  Utah  issues  should  depend  on 
what  the  people  want. 

Long  said  he  wants  to  induce 
businesses  to  come  to  Utah  by  chang¬ 
ing  the  corporation  code  or  state  tax 
code  in  relation  to  these  corporations. 

In  order  to  increase  tourism.  Long 
wants  to  make  sure  the  Utah  State 
Tourist  Commission  has  enough  dol¬ 
lars  to  ensure  the  state  is  properly 
sold  across  the  country. 

'There  should  bo  a  balance  be¬ 
tween  improving  the  business  en¬ 
vironment  and  protecting  the  en¬ 
vironment,"  said  Long. 

Long  said,  “The  chief  skills  that  1 
could  bring  to  the  job  are  the  ones  I 
practice  in  law.” 


Governed  give  up  freedom, 
Utah  Libertarian  contends

Government's  only  power  is  the  power 
it  receives  from  those  it  governs;  there¬ 
fore,  in  order  to  get  a  governmental  “pri¬ 
vilege."  citizens  give  up  their  own  natural 
rights,  according  to  the  3rd  Congressional 
District  Libertarian  party  candidate. 

‘That  is  how  we  surrender  our  freedom, 
by  trading  our  natural  and  inalienable 
rights  for  privileges  extended  by  the  gov¬ 
ernment."  said  D.  W.  Crosby. 

Americans  should  remember  that  ev¬ 
ery  thing  the  government  gives  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  it  must  first  take  from  them,  he  said. 

"A  dictatorship  that  only  taxes  the  peo¬ 
ple  10  percent  would  be  preferable  to  some 
people  than  a  majority  rule  that  taxes 
them  60  percent." 


According  to  Crosby,  and  to  Liberta¬ 
rian  beliefs,  government  is  founded  on  two 
fundamental  elements:  certain  principles 
supported  by  the  citizens,  and  the  govern¬ 
ment  is  organized  in  accordance  with  those 
principles. 

However,  the  American  government 
has  strayed  from  those  principles;  instead, 
it  and  the  two  mgjor  political  parties  treat 
citizens  as  government  property,  he  said. 

'The  Libertarian  party  is  the  only  party 
that  represents  the  moral  principles  of  the 
majority  of  Americans  —  productive 
Americans,"  Crosby  said. 

“Libertarians  believe  in  the  right  and 
ability  of  each  person  to  govern  his  or  her 
own  Ufe;  and  that  law  should  exist  to  pro¬ 
tect  this  right  and  ability  .  . .  but  not  for 
the  purpose  of  social,  economic  or  military 
government  programs."

There  are  1,482  students  from  foreign  countries 
now  attending  BYU,  the  International  Student 
Office  reports. 

Casey  Christensen,  international  student  advis¬ 
er,  said  the  number  of  foreign  students  has  grown 
along  with  the  increase  in  student  enrollment  at 


has  increased  tne  last  tew  years,  tne  ratio  oi  loretgn 
students  to  the  total  student  enrollment  at  BYU 
has  remained  about  the  same  for  15  years. 

According  to  an  survey  done  by  the  International 
Student  Office,  the  largest  number  of  students 
attending  BYU  that  are  not  from  the  United  States 
arc  from  Canada.  The  survey  reported  527  Cana¬ 
dian  students  enrolled. 

Taiwan,  with  83  students,  has  the  second-largest 
number  of  student  concentration  here.  Hong  Kong. 
Mexico,  England,  Japan,  Korea  and  Brazil  also 
have  large  numbers  of  students  attending  BYU. 

Foreign  students  at  BYU  are  offered  several 
programs  that  help  them  adjust  to  life  in  the  United 
States  and  the  academic  program  here.  There  are 
clubs  for  students  from  foreign  countries,  and  a 
class  for  foreign  students  is  being  offered  for  the 


first  time  this  semester.  This  class  teaches  of  the 
customs  in  the  United  States  and  also  gives  tips  for 
studying  and  attending  classes.
